Sir: 

During  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  49,352  persons  were  committed  to  jail 
and  of  these  43,558  were  convicted  of  various  charges.  These  figures  represent 
an  increase  of  3,349  in  the  number  of  commitments  and  an  increase  of  2,985 
in  the  number  of  convictions — - 7.3%  in  both  cases. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  this  Department  has  had  the 
opportunity  of  revealing  all  phases  of  its  administration  to  a Select  Committee, 
which  was  appointed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario 
to  study  and  report  upon  problems  of  delinquent  individuals  and  custodial 
questions  and  the  place  of  Reform  Institutions  therein.  This  Committee 
carried  out  an  exhaustive  examination  of  policy  and  procedure;  it  visited 
many  of  our  institutions  and  jails  and,  for  the  purpose  of  comparison,  it  also 
visited  similar  institutions  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  in  the  States  of 
Michigan,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  New  Jersey.  After  several 
months  of  diligent  search  and  enquiry  and  after  interviewing  well  over  300 
witnesses,  the  Committee  has  now  completed  its  assignment  and  has  tabled 
its  report,  together  with  a number  of  recommendations. 

Population  v.  Accommodation 

During  the  year,  9,681  adult  inmates  of  both  sexes  were  committed  to  our 
four  reformatories  and  four  industrial  farms.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
6.8%  over  the  previous  year,  whereas,  the  increase  in  population  in  the  Prov- 
ince during  the  same  year  was  approximately  3.0%.  The  accommodation  at 
these  institutions  has  been  overtaxed  and  this  has  resulted  in  sentenced  pris- 
oners being  kept  in  Municipal  and  District  Jails  for  unusually  long  periods 
awaiting  transfer.  The  net  result  has  been  that  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
year,  all  institutions  have  been  greatly  overcrowded.  For  the  past  five  years, 
there  has  been  an  average  increase  in  commitments  to  Provincial  institutions 
of  4.8%,  which  would  suggest  that  last  year’s  increase  is  in  line  with  the  five 
year  trend. 

It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  accurately  forecast  what  the  demands  on  our 
institutions  will  be  during  the  next  five  years  but  it  would  appear  safe  to  say 
that  there  is  no  indication  at  the  present  time  of  any  decrease  in  prison  popula- 
tion in  the  foreseeable  future. 

Our  building  programme  at  Mimico,  when  completed,  will  provide  some 
additional  accommodation.  Two  dormitory . buildings  are  now  in  the  course 
of  construction  and  when  these  are  turned  over  for  occupation  two  more 
buildings  will  be  under  way. 

Classification 

Our  present  system  of  classification  is  limited,  because  of  the  conditions 
outlined  in  the  foregoing  paragraph.  However,  with  the  completion  of  the 
new  special  unit,  which  has  been  authorized  and  which  is  to  be  located  at 
Millbrook,  a more  effective  system  of  classification  will  be  possible  and  our 
reformatories  will  be  the  better  able  to  carry  out  the  functions  for  which  they 
were  originally  intended.  Classification  is  one  of  the  primary  factors  in  any 
reformative  programme  and  where  overcrowding  exists,  effective  classifica- 
tion is  impossible.  The  most  effective  system  of  classification  is  possible  where 
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the  required  number  of  small  independent  institutions  is  available,  as  opposed 
to  a lesser  number  of  large  institutions.  Eeonomic  advantages  of  operating 
large  institutions  are  outweighed  by  the  disadvantages  which  result  from 
placing  such  a number  of  categories  in  one  institution  as  to  make  it  impossible 
to  separate  or  to  treat  each  category  in  accordance  with  the  needs  of  that 
particular  group.  The  success  resulting  from  careful  selection  and  specialist 
treatment  of  a group,  as  a small  unit,  has  been  amply  demonstrated  at  our 
institution  at  Brampton.  Plans  for  a similar  unit  to  deal  with  another  select 
group  of  young  male  offenders  are  ready  and  as  soon  as  the  space  is  available, 
these  plans  will  go  into  effect. 

Discussions  have  taken  place  and  tentative  plans  have  been  made  for  the 
establishment  of  an  institution  for  the  specialized  treatment  of  young,  selected 
female  offenders.  It  is  intended  that  this  unit  will  be  a counterpart  of  Brampton 
but  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  population  will  exceed  fifty  for  some  years. 

Stajff  Selection  and  Training 

To  ensure  that  all  new  staff  members  have  the  necessary  potentialities 
for  our  work,  each  applicant  is  most  carefully  examined  by  a Committee 
composed  of  a Superintendent  and  other  senior  members  of  this  Department. 
Each  candidate  must  pass  a number  of  examinations  including  achievement, 
psychological  and  medical  and  his  past  record  must  be  of  a high  standard  in 
every  respect.  Those  selected  are  sent  on  a six  weeks’  training  course  at  the 
Department  Staff  Training  School  at  Guelph,  where,  during  the  past  year, 
143  successfully  passed  the  Course. 

Reformative  T raining 

The  Ontario  Plan  of  reformative  training  embraces  a fairly  wide  field  in 
trade  training,  academic  studies,  religious  instruction,  counselling  and  psycho- 
therapy. Psychiatric  treatment  is  always  available  and  is  provided  when 
necessary.  Medical  and  dental  examinations  and  services  are  routine  pro- 
cedure and  in  many  instances  remedial  operations  and  dentistry  are  provided. 

In  the  field  of  trade  training,  it  would  appear  necessary  to  again  emphasize 
that  all  prisoners  do  not  possess  the  necessary  academic  ability  or  aptitude  to  re- 
ceive benefit  from  trade  training.  A fairly  large  percentage  of  those  who  arrive  at 
our  institutions  are  sadly  disappointed  to  discover  that  they  cannot  be  given 
trade  training  because  of  their  inability  to  absorb  this  type  of  instruction. 
They  are  all  the  more  disappointed  because  of  being  led  to  believe  that  they 
would  leave  the  institution  well  advanced  in  the  arts  of  a trade.  This  disap- 
pointment frequently  leads  to  displeasure  and  in  many  cases  to  resentment 
and  an  attitude  of  opposition.  For  those  who  possess  the  necessary  aptitude, 
are  within  the  age  limits  and  who,  otherwise,  qualify,  through  good  behaviour 
and  a sincere  desire  to  improve  themselves,  there  is  training  in  any  one  of 
twenty  recognized  trades  or  any  one  of  a number  of  semi-skilled  occupations. 
Our  shops  are  provided  with  modern  equipment  and  those  in  charge  are  masters 
of  the  subjects  in  which  they  instruct.  Trades  are  taught  at  Burwash,  Guelph, 
Burtch,  Rideau,  Mimico,  Brampton  and  The  Mercer  Reformatory  but  in 
some  of  these  smaller  institutions,  the  training  is  confined  to  one  or  two  trades 
or  semi-skilled  occupations.  During  the  past  year  828  men  received  instruction 
and  practical  experience  in  trades  and  crafts  and  many  others  in  semi-skilled 
occupations.  During  the  same  period  90  women  received  instruction  in  dress- 
making, home  economics  and  a variety  of  handicrafts. 
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Academic  classes  are  provided  at  Burwash,  Guelph,  Brampton  and  The 
Mercer  and  studies  are  normally  conducted  from  Grade  I to  XI  but  a few 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  study  Grades  XII  and  XIII.  Correspond- 
ence courses  are  favoured  by  and  made  available  to  many  who  wish  to  extend 
their  knowledge  in  subjects  not  being  dealt  with  in  the  Institution. 

At  Brampton  academic  instruction  is  geared  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils 
to  assist  them  in  the  particular  trade  in  which  they  are  receiving  training. 

Furthering  an  inmate’s  education  can  in  certain  cases  do  much  to  assist 
in  rehabilitation.  It  is  particularly  desirable,  for  example,  for  the  person  who 
is  illiterate  or  almost  illiterate  to  become  literate,  if  at  all  possible  and  for  the 
person  who  has  insufficient  academic  education  to  qualify  for  a trade  which 
they  could  learn,  to  be  given  an  opportunity  to  acquire  it.  During  the  past 
year,  720  inmates  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  acquire  some 
academic  education. 

Physical  training  and  recreation  programmes  are  an  important  part  of  the 
inmate’s  training.  These  are  arranged  for  “off  duty’’  periods  and  generally 
follow  the  same  pattern  as  would  be  found  outside  an  institution. 

Weekly  religious  services  are  provided  in  our  Provincial  institutions  by 
Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic  chaplains.  In  all,  sixteen  ministers  are  engaged 
in  this  work,  three  of  whom  are  on  a full-time  basis,  while  the  remainder  attend 
regularly  on  Sundays,  as  well  as  at  intervals  during  the  week,  when  religious 
counselling  is  given  and  Bible  classes  are  held.  The  Gideons,  Salvation  Army, 
Christian  Business  Men’s  Society  and  other  religious  groups  frequently  supple- 
ment the  religious  work  that  is  being  done. 

Treatment 

Physical  and  mental  treatment  in  our  reformatories  and  industrial  farms 
is  provided  by  a staff  of  three  medical  officers  on  a full-time  basis  and  six  on  a 
part-time  basis,  three  registered  nurses,  four  consulting  psychiatrists  and  eight 
psychologists. 

Two  specialized  treatment  centres,  which  have  now  been  in  operation  for 
some  years,  continue  to  prove  their  effectiveness  and  value.  At  the  Ontario 
Reformatory,  Brampton,  where  young  inmates  are  given  further  academic 
education,  trade  training  and  psychotherapy,  about  80%  have  not  broken 
the  law  since  their  release. 

In  September  1951,  you  established  what  is  known  as  The  Alex  G.  Brown 
Memorial  Clinic  at  Mimico  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  alcoholics  from 
within  our  reformatory  inmate  population. 

Since  the  opening  of  this  Clinic  an  increasing  number  of  imprisoned  alco- 
holics have  found  the  way  to  recovery  and  are  now  able  to  resume  their 
proper  places  in  society. 

While  persons  convicted  of  an  offence  involving  the  excessive  use  of  alcohol 
might  be  sent  to  any  of  our  reformatories  or  industrial  farms,  they  are  to  be 
found  chiefly  in  four  of  them  — The  Ontario  Reformatory,  Mimico,  and  the 
Industrial  Farms  at  Monteith,  Rideau  and  Burtch.  At  these,  selective  screen- 
ing for  treatment  is  carried  out  by  a member  of  the  psychological  staff  on  a 
weekly  or  monthly  basis  depending  upon  the  numbers  in  the  institution.  Those 
who  are  convicted  for  an  offence  involving  over-indulgence  in  alcohol  and 
any  who  are  convicted  for  any  other  offence  who  indicate  on  admission  that 
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they  are  alcoholics  and  desire  treatment,  are  assembled  for  a lecture  by  a 
psychologist  during  the  second  to  last  month  of  their  sentence.  This  lecture 
is  designed  to  describe  what  is  meant  by  the  term  “alcoholic.” 

At  the  conclusion,  each  inmate  is  given  an  opportunity  to  apply  for  treat- 
ment or  not,  as  he  wishes.  No  pressure  is  placed  on  them  to  do  so  and  no 
criticism  is  meted  out  if  they  do  not.  If  an  inmate  refuses  treatment  and  is 
re-sentenced  at  a later  date  for  a similar  offence,  the  same  opportunity  is 
presented  to  him  to  reconsider  the  advisability  of  having  treatment. 

It  has  been  the  practice  to  include  in  these  lectures  any  former  patients 
of  the  Clinic,  who  may  have  relapsed  and  are  again  undergoing  sentence. 
There  are  two  reasons  for  this.  Frequently,  former  patients  speak  highly  of 
the  treatment  they  received  and  point  out  that  failure  in  their  case  was  their 
own  fault  and  not  that  of  the  Clinic.  Such  testimony  is  bound  to  encourage 
those  who  are  contemplating  treatment.  At  other  times,  former  patients 
may  have  some  criticism  to  level  at  a particular  phase  of  the  treatment  they 
received.  When  this  happens,  it  is  felt  advisable  to  answer  such  criticism 
frankly,  in  order  to  correct  any  false  impressions. 

An  examination  of  the  inmate’s  file  is  the  next  step  in  the  selection  process. 
Physical  disabilities  are  carefully  noted  and  the  criminal  record  is  examined 
with  a view  to  finding  out  to  what  extent  alcohol  may  have  been  associated 
with  illegal  behaviour. 

Each  inmate  who  has  requested  treatment,  then  appears  before  a Classi- 
fication Committee  made  up  of  the  Institution’s  Superintendent,  its  Medical 
Officer  and  its  Psychologist.  The  Psychologist  summarizes  his  findings  for 
the  Committee.  The  Committee  interviews  each  applicant  and  on  the  basis 
of  a majority  vote,  recommends  or  rejects,  transfer  to  The  Alex  G.  Brown 
Memorial  Clinic  for  treatment  for  the  last  thirty  days  of  sentence.  For  the 
past  two  and  a half  years  male  alcoholics  undergoing  sentence  have  been 
offered  treatment.  The  number  volunteering  for  treatment  has  been  increasing. 

Early  in  the  year  the  services  of  a psychiatrist  were  engaged  to  provide 
assistance  to  female  inmates  of  the  Andrew  Mercer  Reformatory  for  Women. 
It  is  your  intention  to  expand  this  service  during  the  current  year  and  to  estab- 
lish a unit  similar  to  the  Alex  G.  Brown  Memorial  Clinic  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  female  alcoholics  serving  sentences  in  our  institutions. 

The  treatment  programme  at  the  Clinic  aims  at  indoctrinating  the  patients 
in  an  appreciation  of  the  general  nature  of  alcoholism  and  in  an  understanding 
of  their  own  particular  expression  of  the  illness,  in  such  a way  as  to  foster  an 
attitude  of  self-respect  and  self-discipline. 

Since  alcoholism  is  an  illness  that  affects  the  victim’s  many  relationships 
with  his  world  — spiritual,  inter-personal  and  occupational,  it  is  felt  that  no 
one  discipline  is  sufficient  unto  itself  to  deal  with  the  numerous  important 
facets  of  the  problem. 

The  treatment  programme  is,  therefore,  carried  out  by  a team  of  workers 
with  varying  backgrounds,  each  contributing  his  particular  approach  in  a 
combined  effort.  It  consists  of  a medical  specialist  in  the  field  of  alcoholism, 
as  supervisor  and  consultant,  a general  practitioner,  a psychiatrist,  two  psychol- 
ogists, chaplain,  four  rehabilitation  workers  and  a registered  male  nurse. 

The  programme  is  divided  into  several  categories:  (1)  Lectures;  (2)  Group 
Discussions;  (3)  Films;  (4)  Bibliotherapy ; (5)  Relaxation  and  Conditioning: 
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(6)  Psychometric  Testing  and  Group  Interpretation;  (7)  Individual  Therapy 
and  Counselling;  (8)  Work  and  Entertainment  and  (9)  Religious  Services. 

Following  the  patient’s  return  to  society,  after-care  work  is  carried  out  by 
the  rehabilitation  officers,  who  assist  the  ex-patient  in  many  ways.  Reports 
indicate  that  since  this  Clinic  was  opened  the  following  results  have  been 


achieved : — 

Socially  Recovered 10.2% 

Much  Improved 30.6% 

Somewhat  Improved 5.3%

Industrial  Production 

Our  industrial  production  is  linked  closely  with  our  trade  training  but  the 
two  are  by  no  means  identical,  as  much  of  our  trade  training  is  non-productive 
initially.  It  will  be  noted  by  referring  to  the  following  statistical  tables  that 
sales  during  the  year  amounted  to  $2,072,481.76.  The  variety  of  industries 
is  also  shown  in  the  same  table. 

To  ensure  year  round  employment  in  all  institutions,  it  is  essential  to 
provide  facilities  for  inside  industry  during  the  winter.  With  this  very  import- 
ant feature  in  mind,  a tailor  shop  was  established  at  Rideau  and  another  is 
presently  being  prepared  for  operation  at  Burtch.  The  manufacture  of  hand- 
made snow  fencing  has  been  introduced,  as  also  has  concrete  block  and  tile 
making.  Other  avenues  of  gainful  employment  are  constantly  being  explored 
and  you  have  recently  instructed  that  we  co-operate  with  the  Department 
of  Lands  and  Forests  in  providing  inmate  labour  and  land  for  the  development 
of  reforestation  nurseries  in  a number  of  our  reformatories  and  industrial  farms. 
This  industry  is  presently  in  the  planning  stage. 

With  a view  to  further  gainful  employment  and  at  the  same  time  to  provide 
valuable  protection  against  far  reaching  destruction  by  forest  fires,  a fire 
fighting  unit  consisting  of  fifty  well  trained  inmates  and  staff  has  been  or- 
ganized at  Burwash.  This  unit  is  equipped  ready  to  go  into  action  at  a moment’s 
notice.  It  is  provided  with  transportation  and  may  operate  up  to  a radius  of 
fifty  miles  from  the  institution,  should  an  outbreak  be  detected  within  this 
area.  Judging  from  past  experience,  when  small  untrained  groups  of  inmates 
from  Burwash  have  been  called  in  to  give  assistance  in  quelling  forest  fires, 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  new  organization  will  be  the  means 
of  curtailing  the  spread  of  destruction  in  the  Burwash-Sudbury  area. 

Farming 

Farming  operations  are  carried  out  on  a fairly  large  scale.  In  all,  the 
Department  presently  has  over  6,000  acres  under  cultivation.  In  addition 
Burwash  has  many  acres  of  range  land  within  the  35,000  acre  area.  Mixed 
farming  is  engaged  in  chiefly  but  hog-raising,  dairying  and  the  raising  of  beef 
cattle  has  been  featured  in  some  areas.  It  will  be  noted  that  farm  recoveries 
amounted  to  $319,611.00. 

Forestry 

Forestry  on  a scientific  forest  management  plan  has  been  established  at  the 
Industrial  Farm,  Burwash.  Under  the  direction  of  a forester,  planned  cutting 
and  regular  re-planting  will  ensure  future  lumbering  activities  and  will  produce 
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approximately  500,000  ft.  B.M.  of  lumber  annually.  Like  all  other  Depart- 
mental production,  the  lumber  is  used  by  this  and  other  Provincial  Depart- 
ments in  maintenance  and  construction  work. 

Inspections 

Under  our  Chief  Inspector  there  are  six  inspectors,  who  are  responsible 
for  the  regular  inspection  of  the  eight  juvenile  schools,  forty-five  jails,  four  re- 
formatories, four  industrial  farms,  two  industrial  refuges  and  they  ensure  that 
the  required  standards  are  maintained.  The  institutions  for  females  and  the 
sections  of  the  jails  to  which  female  prisoners  are  allocated  were  previously 
inspected  by  our  male  staff.  This  procedure  was  not  satisfactory  and  Miss 
Kay  has  now  been  appointed  to  carry  out  these  inspections. 

Special  investigations  are  undertaken  by  our  inspectors  and  they  are  also 
available  for  instructing  and  examining  staff  newly  appointed  to  the  Municipal 
and  District  Jails.  During  the  past  year,  322  regular  inspections  and  36  special 
investigations  were  made. 

Separate  reports  are  attached  from  the  Ontario  Board  of  Parole,  the  Salva- 
tion Army  and  the  Chief  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer. 

Reports  and  statistics  dealing  with  the  eight  training  schools  are  being 
submitted  separately  as  Part  II  of  this  report.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

THE  ONTARIO  BOARD  OF  PAROLE 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  31st,  1954 

The  Board  periodically  and  on  such  dates  as  it  shall  determine  visits  each 
of  the  places  where  prisoners  are  confined  and  at  such  times  the  prisoner  is 
brought  before  the  Board  and  his  case  reviewed.  The  prisoners  eligible  for 
parole  are  those  with  an  indefinite  sentence.  Inmates  appear  before  the  Board 
two  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  definite  part  of  their  sentence  and 
are  allowed  to  present  any  circumstances  of  their  case  to  the  Board.  Factors 
that  determine  the  decision  of  the  Board  are  as  follows:  — 

(a)  Type  of  crime. 

(b)  Previous  criminal  record. 

(c)  Previous  employment  record. 

(d)  Attitude:  conduct,  progress  in  the  institution. 

(e)  Previous  parole  or  ticket-of -leave. 

(f)  Rehabilitation  plan. 

Before  the  inmate  is  interviewed  by  the  Board,  a thorough  case  history 
is  prepared,  and  presented  to  the  Board  at  the  meeting  by  the  Chief  Parole 
and  Rehabilitation  Officer.  It  contains  the  following  material : — 

(a)  Particulars  of  trial. 

(b)  Sentence. 

(c)  Report  from  trial  Magistrate. 

(d)  Criminal  record. 

(e)  Institutional  record,  including  psychological  report. 

(f)  Home  investigation. 

(g)  Such  other  information  as  may  be  required. 

When  an  inmate  has  appeared  before  the  Board  he  is  notified  of  the  decision 
of  the  Board  by  letter,  which  is  presented  to  him  the  day  of  the  meeting.  He 
is  then  interviewed  by  an  Institutional  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer  who 
assists  the  inmate  in  all  matters  relating  to  his  release,  including  arrangements 
for  employment  and  accommodation. 

The  Province  is  divided  into  seventeen  districts  for  the  purpose  of  parole 
supervision,  investigations  and  general  rehabilitation,  with  a Parole  and 
Rehabilitation  Officer  responsible  for  each  district. 

When  the  arrangements  for  employment  and  accommodation  are  completed 
the  Chief  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer  authorizes  the  parole  papers  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Institution  concerned,  and  the  inmate  is  released.  The 
Parolee  is  then  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Parole  and  Rehabilitation 
Officer  until  the  expiration  of  his  sentence,  reporting  once  per  month  by  mail 
to  the  main  office  and  contacted  periodically  by  the  Parole  and  Rehabilitation 
Officer  residing  in  or  responsible  for  the  area  to  which  the  parolee  is  released. 

In  the  transition  from  prison  to  society  parole  plays  a very  important 
part.  It  is  the  release  of  the  offender  from  an  Institution  after  he  has  served 
a portion  of  his  sentence  in  prison  under  conditions  that  permit  his  return  to 
the  Institution  in  the  event  of  misbehaviour.  But  it  is  more  than  that.  It 
should  be,  and  is,  a means  used  to  supervise  the  prisoner’s  adjustment  back  to 
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society  while  under  supervision  and  guidance.  Parole  is  a continuation  of  the 
treatment  eommenced  in  the  Institution.  The  maehinery  upon  whieh  parole 
depends  for  a suceessful  operation  consists  in  the  main  of  the  following : Parole 
Statutes,  Board  of  Parole,  Parole  Officers,  Prison  personnel  and  equipment. 
National  Employment  Serviee,  Soeial  Ageneies,  Religious  groups  and  agencies. 

It  is  only  as  a result  of  the  co-ordinated  efforts  of  the  Parole  and  Rehabilita- 
tion Staff,  and  the  agencies  and  groups  mentioned  above  that  we  are  able  to 
present  sueh  a report. 

We  would  like  to  express  to  all  those  concerned  our  sincere  thanks. 

We  would  also  like  to  convey  our  appreciation  to  employers,  who  have 
shown  a real  praetical  interest  in  our  programme,  for  without  their  co-operation 
our  work  would  be  very  difficult  as  the  results  achieved  are,  to  a great  extent, 
attributable  to  their  support.

Since  April  1952,  the  practice  that  is  followed  with  respect  to  the  investiga- 
tion of  applications  for  clemency  in  regard  to  persons  undergoing  imprison- 
ment in  Provincial  Institutions  in  Ontario,  is  for  the  Remission  Service  to  refer 
them  to  this  Department. 

The  inmates  concerned  are  then  interviewed  by  the  Institutional  Parole 
and  Rehabilitation  Officer  and  the  Superintendent,  and  a report  is  submitted 
to  the  Remission  Service,  Department  of  Justice,  Ottawa.  In  a few  cases  home 
investigations  are  also  completed  including  the  contacting  of  prospective 
employers. 

If  clemency  is  granted  to  our  supervision,  the  inmate  is  treated  the  same 
as  a parolee  for  supervision,  and  reporting  purposes.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRISON,  JAIL  AND  POLICE  COURT  WORK 
IN  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1953 

Once  again  it  becomes  my  privilege  and  pleasure,  on  behalf  of  The  Salvation 
Army,  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  and  statement  of  Income  and  Expenditure 
covering  the  Army’s  Ministry  in  this  most  important  and  highly  specialized 
field  of  spiritual  regeneration  and  social  reclamation.  Someone  of  no  mean 
authority  in  the  correctional  program  stated  “The  first  ameliorating  and  up- 
lifting influence  that  ever  entered  prison  was  religion.”  The  Government  and 
its  administrators  are  to  be  commended  on  the  “freedom  to  worship”  that 
prevails  in  the  Institutions.  My  own  personal  contacts  together  with  our 
Officers  who  are  attached  full  time  to  this  work,  and  those  who  serve  jointly 
in  the  Social  Welfare  and  the  Field  operations  of  our  Organization,  lead  us  to 
believe  that  there  is  no  wider  held  of  service  for  reform,  regeneration  and 
rehabilitation  than  amongst  the  inmates,  ex-inmates,  and  potential  inmates 
in  the  correctional  institutions.  To  the  credit  of  those  attending  our  services 
it  should  be  recorded  that  they  are,  on  the  whole,  most  reverent  and  respectful 
which  is  undoubtedly  a very  helpful  step  in  the  matter  of  re-establishment 
into  society. 

Many  books  speak  to  the  offender  in  a very  practical  and  humanitarian 
way  with  gratifying  results  but  the  fact  that  The  World’s  Greatest  Book 
has  spoken  to  countless  thousands  and  is  still  making  its  imprint  oh  the  mind 
and  is  still  being  implanted  in  the  heart  of  the  inmate  gives  rise  to  a “Better 
Tomorrow”  for  so  many. 

A quickening  interest  is  being  taken  in  the  Bible  Study  Classes  and  in  one 
Provincial  Institution  alone  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  certificates  were 
merited  by  Bible  Students. 

Another  service  we  have  accentuated  during  the  year  is  the  writing  of 
personal  letters  to  prisoners  who  are  without  relatives  or  friends  and  con- 
sequently become  depressed,  despondent,  and  even  in  some  cases  despairing. 
One  cannot  compute  the  value  of  such  correspondence  in  strengthening  the 
morale  in  such  cases.  Again  there  is  a percentage  of  inmates  whose  relatives 
are  living  but,  as  far  as  contacts  with  the  offender  is  concerned,  they  are  “dead.” 
Here  again  we  have,  in  a humble  way,  inspired  them  with  a “new  hope.” 
The  “Christmas  Letters  for  Prisoners”  are  well  and  warmily  received  with 
re-actional  letters  embodying  the  following:  “If  I had  received  more  letters 
of  that  sort,  I would  not  be  here.”  Another  writes:  “It  was  the  most  beautiful 
letter  I ever  had.”  Married  couples’  groups  are  now  forming  branches  of  the 
“Christmas  Letters  to  Prisoners”  thus  enabling  a more  widespread  and 
international  influence  of  such  a profitable  medium  for  “Morale  Building.” 

The  problem  of  transportation  costs  beyond  the  point  of  sentence  was 
also  solved  in  quite  a number  of  cases,  thus  giving  clearance  to  the  inmate 
upon  discharge  to  return  home  to  loved  ones  or  to  the  scene  of  employment 
as  the  case  may  be. 

The  longer  the  Army  is  engaged  in  this  recreative  endeavour,  the  more  we 
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acknowledge  without  hesitancy  the  technical  processes  and  procedures  of 
the  Department  of  Reform  Institutions  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  which  is 
becoming  increasingly  effective  in  the  Administration  educationally  and 
medically,  also  from  the  standpoint  of  sociology  and  psychology.  Permit  me 
to  express  on  behalf  of  our  Leaders  the  grateful  thanks  of  The  Salvation  Army 
to  the  Minister  of  the  Department,  Major  The  Honourable  John  W.  Foote, 
V.C.,  his  senior  officials,  and  the  Superintendents  and  staffs  of  the  various 
Institutions,  together  with  our  indebtedness  to  the  Magistrates,  Crown  At- 
torneys, Legal  profession  and  Police  Chiefs  throughout  the  Province. 

The  Salvation  Army  would  also  like  to  avail  itself  through  this  medium 
in  expressing  appreciation  to  other  well-known  Local  and  Provincial  “After- 
Care”  Agencies  for  the  opportunity  of  mutual  co-operation  in  solving  problems, 
easing  tensions  and  removing  frustrations. 

On  the  threshold  of  a New  Year  we  consecrate  ourselves,  body,  soul,  and 
spirit  to  consolidating  the  gains  of  the  past  and  with  kind  thoughts,  kind 
words,  and  kind  deeds  to  winning  many  to  “The  New  Way  of  Life.”
